A message from the Very Reverend 
Patrick G. Malone, S.J., President of 
Loyola, in reply to the Council of 
Universities’ report of last month, 
recommending Loyola be integrated 
with another institution and the 
campus be transformed intoa CEGEP. 









Loyola is continuing its negotiations 
with Sir George Williams aimed atthe 
formation of a new university. 
As agreed, statements affecting the 
course of negotiations will only 
be made jointly by the two institutions 
and a progress report onnegotiations 
will be made shortly. 

With regard to Cahier Ill of the 
Council of Universities report, | con- 
cur emphatically with the Council's 
statement in the Discussion of General 
Orientations for the English-language 
university sector that “in the case of 
Loyola, he (the Minister of Education) 
gave his agreement in principle to an 
association negotiated with Sir 
George Williams.” 

The 11 basic points on which Loyola 
and Sir George Williams Univer- 
sity are basing their negotiations have 
been approved by the education 
department, and there is no question 
of our abandoning our campus.

Name Your University was the re- 
quest— and many responded to it. 
More than 150 names were proposed 
by Loyola alumni, students, faculty, 
staff and friends in response to the 
invitation to submit a name for the 
new University being created through 


the union of Loyola and Sir George. 


Last month both institutions (Sir 
George also received about 150 sug- 
gestions) presented their lists of 
names to the Joint Negotiating Com- 
mittee, which is responsible for pre 
senting a suitable name to the Provin- 
cial government. To date no decision 
has been madeon thefinal submission 
to Quebec. 

Most people forwarding names fa- 
voured those with historical or geo- 
graphical significance. Acceptability to 
both English and French communities 
was also a major consideration for 
many. Also popular were amalgama- 
tions of the present names of the two 
institutions. 


The most popular name with both 
communities proved to be Hochelaga, 
the name of the lroquoian village 
that stood on the original site of Mon- 
treal. It received ten votes at Loyola 
and 13 at Sir George. Runner up 
at both institutions was Lester Pearson 
(eight submissions at each campus). 
Submissions highlighted the ‘“great- 
ness’’ of the former Prime Minister 
as the reason for the choice. 

Maisonneuve and Mount Royal 
were also popular atthe twocampuses 
as were Norman Bethune, Metropoli- 
tan, New, Cartier and Concordia. 
Composite names favoured in Loyola 
submission were Loyola-Sir George 
and Loyola-Sir George Williams. 


Other names suggested more than 
once at Loyola were Loyola of Mon- 
treal, Pierre Laporte, University of 
Canada and University of Lower Can- 
ada.

No notice of 
the time, place or purpose of any 
meeting of Members, whether prescri- 
bed by the By-Laws or by statute, 
need be given to any Members who 
attend in person or to any Members 
who, in writing or by telegraph or 
cable, either before or after the hold- 
ing of any such Meeting, waive such 
notice. Irregularities in the notice or 
in the giving thereof, as well as the 
accidental omission to give notice of 
any Meeting to, or as a non-receipt 
of any such notice by any of the share- 
holders, shall not invalidate any pro- 
ceedings at any such Meeting. 

Such notice shall specify the time 
and place of each such Meeting. The 
notice of any Annual General Meet- 
ing may, but need not, specify the 
purposes of such Meeting, except 
that such notice shall specify in 


general terms any By-Laws and the 
repeal, amendment or re-enactment 
of any By-Laws to be sanctioned at 
any such Meeting, and any business 
which would otherwise beconsidered, 
dealt with and disposed of ata Special 
General Meeting. The notice of any 
Special General Meeting shall specify 
in general terms any business to be 
considered, dealt with and disposed 
of at such Meeting. 

No notice of any adjourned Meet- 
ing need be given. 

The signature of any notice of any 
meeting may be written, stamped, 
typewritten, printed or otherwise 
mechanically reproduced thereon. 

A certificate of the Secretary or of 
any other duly authorized Officer of
